PHILIPPINES, TURKEY AND US WAS ADOPTED INTACT. 

4. US RES IN ACCESSION DRUG CONTROL TREATIES (REF C, 

PARA 2) COSPONSORED BY BRAZIL, COSTA RICA, DENMARK, FRANCE, 
HONDURAS, JAPAN, LIBERIA, MEXICO, NORWAY, TURKEY AND US. 

TURKISH AMENDMENT URGING RATIFICATION OF PSYCHOTROPIC 
CONVENTION BY GOVERNMENTS DIRECTLY RELATED TO THE MANUFACTURE

SUBSTITUTE CORPS. IT NOTED PROBLEMS STILL REMAIN WHICH TURKEY 
HAS TO SOLVE AND OBSERVED THAT "WITH A VIEW TO FINDING MORE 
SATISFACTORY ANSWERS AND PRAGMATIC SOLUTIONS . . . 

THE QUESTIONS INVOLVED CAN CERTAINLY BE REVIEWED OR REVISED." 
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IN SUBSEQUENT DISCUSSION, TURKISH DEL MR. SOYLEMEZ STATED 
THIS COMMMENT MUST BE VIEWED IN CONTEXT OF ENTIRE SPEECH 
HIGHLIGHTING EFFORTS TAKEN BY GOT IN RESOLVING 
PROBLEMS CREATED BY OPIUM BAN. (TEXT POUCHED IO/HDC.) 

7. IN EXPLANATION OF VOTE, CUBA IN LOW-KEY STATEMENT 
ATTRIBUTED ABSTENTIONS ON AFGHAN RES AND US RES ON UNFDAC 
TO RESERVATIONS CONCERNING THE FUND AND ITS PROGRAMS. IT 
ABSTAINED ON US RES CONCERNING ACCESSION TO CONVENTIONS ON 
GROUNDS SINGLE CONVENTION, TO WHICH IT IS SIGNATORY, IS 
SUFFICIENT AND OTHER CONVENTIONS NOT NEEDED. 

8. AN EARLY AND IMPORTANT COSPONSOR OF BOTH US RESES WAS 
DEL OF MOROCCO (WARZAZI) WHO INFORMED REP BUCHANAN AT 
CONCLUSION OF DEBATE THAT THIS WAS FIRST TIME IN HER UN 
CAREER THAT SHE HAD EVER COSPONSORED ANY US RES.

PLUS WILLINGNESS TO ASSIGN LOUIS CAVANAUGH ON TDY 

TO ASSIST US DEL. TOGETHER WITH USEFUL INFORMATION REGARDING
